CONCERNED WITH NARCOTICS CONTROL HAVE A NAROCOTICS 
TRAINING PROGRAM. PER SE?

B) DO THESE AGENCIES PROVIDE NARCOTICS

EXTENSIVELY TRAINED AND VERY CAPABLE.

THEM WITHIN THE PAST THREE YEARS? BY USG, UN

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A DEA INTERNATIONAL TRAINING DIVISION INCOUNTRY 
NARCOTIC TRAINING SCHOOL WAS CONDUCTED 
IN TOKYO FROM NOVEMBER 17, 1975 THROUGH 
NOVEMBER 28, &1975. APPROXIMATELY 40 OFFICERS 
FROM JAPANESE CUSTOMS, MINISTRY OF HEALTH 
AND WELNARE, AND VARIOUS PREFECTURAL POLICE 
DEPARTMENTS ATTENDED THE SCHOOL. 

TWO JAPANESE POLICE OFFICERS, ONE CUSTOMS 
OFFICER, AND ONE MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND 
WELFARE NARCOTIC AGENT ATTENDED THE DEA 
ADVANCED INTERNATIONAL DRUG ENFORCEMENT SCHOOL 
#13 (SEPTEMBER 17, 1975 TO OCTOBER 31, 1975)

F) WHAT ARE THE AVAILABLE MEASURABLE RESULTS OF 
LOCAL TRAINING PROVIDED THUS FAR? 

TOKYO METROPOLITAN POLICE DEPARTMENT HAS 
NOTICED SLIGHT INCREASE IN ARRESTS AND 
SEIZURES. WHETHER INCREASE IS DUE TO TRAINING 
OR INTENSIFICATION OF TRAFFICKING IS VUNKNOWN. 
JAPANESE CUSTOMS HAS NOTED NO SIGNIFICANT 
CHANGE IN NUMBER OF ARRESTS AND SEIZURES. 

NARCOTIC DIVISION OF MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND 
WELFARE HAS NOTED A SIGNIFICANT INCREASE IN
